“That the question of an eight- 
hour day is not directly connected 
with the matter at issue, and that 
there is a difference between an 
actual eight-hour day and an eight- 
hour day as a basis for pay.

Aug. 25.—Arch- 
bishop John Lancaster Spalding, 
noted prelate of the Catholic church 
in Illinois gnd a resident of P 
continuously since 1877, when he 
was elected to the position of bishop 
of the newly created Peoria diocese, 
died at his residence here this aft- 
ernoon at 3:30 o'clock, 

He had been III for a number of 


stroke in 1906. . 
Bishop Spalding was elevated to 
the position of archbishop of Scy- 
phopolis in 1908, this position being 
awarded him on account of his great 
work for the church and for his ef- 
forts in the cause of humanity. The 
high position was given him by Pope 
ee Was not unexpected. 
Members of the family were at his 
bedside. The archbishop was 76 
years old. Physicians in attendance 
said the recent heat wave left the 
prelate in such a weakened condi- 
tion that his decline was rapid. 
The Most Reverend John Lan- 


cese of Peoria, III., May 1, 1877, and 
resigned because of Iili-health, Sep- 
tember 11, 1908. In the following 

he was created titular arch- 
‘bishop of Scypholis. 

He was one of the most prom- 
inent prelates of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in the Middle West and 
received nation-wide notice when 
President Roosevelt named him as 
one of the arbitrators to tle the 
anthracite coal strike in 1902. He 
was the author of several books 


For 250 years the ancestors of 
Bishop Spalding lived in America, 
the first of the name to come to the 
new world being a follower of Lord 
Baltimore. During the reigns of 
King Henr; VIII. and Queen Eliza- 
beth In England the Spalding family 
was distinguished for its loyalty to 
the Catholic Church. 

Bishop Spalding was born in Leb- 
anon, „ June 2, 1840. He was 
educated at Mt. St. Mary's College, 
Cincinnati, O., and then he went to 
Louvain, Belgium, where he received 
his degree of doctor of divinity in 
1863. After being ordained he went 
to Rome for a special course of study 
in the Belgian College and in 1865 
returned to the United States pre- 
pared for ‘his life's work. 

He was assigned to the cathedral 
at Louisville, Ky., and in addition to 


mained in Louisville until 1869, when 
at his own request he was charged 
with founding a parish for negroes, 
Before he left Louisville in 1872 he 
had built and paid for a church and 
parish house for Roman Catholic 
negroes, 
He moved to New York shortly 
after the death of his uncle, the 
Most Reverend M. J. Spalding, the 
archbishop of Baltimore, and devoted 
eeveral years to writing a biography 
of that prelate. He served as an as 
sistant priest at St. Michael's Church, 
New York, for several years and 
while in this pagition was appointed 
bishop of Peoria.

OPENS GREAT FUTURE. 


New Order of Effictency Sweeps Vast 
Nation of the North. 


TOCKHOLM (Sweden) Aug. 10. 
8 Americans, Englishmen 
Frenchmen, returning through 
this neutral gateway from the wide 
domains of Russia, all tell the same 
story of the wonderful awakening of 
the great northern empire commer- 
clally and civically as well as in the 
gathering of military resources to 
carry the war to a successful con- 
clusion. 
‘Americans in particular séem 
most deeply impressed with the 
changed conditions in Russia, and 
are the most sanguine as the fu- 
ture of that country. say 
there is something akin to the old 
call of the west in the fast-opening 
opportunities and the wide-reaching 
reseurces of Russia, which sends an 
anxious tingle through the veins of 
every American ness man or 
prospector who has delved into Rus- 
sian conditions as they exist today 
and who is fa hted enough to 
see the prosperity that is in store for 
the Russian people. 
It may be one of the anomalies of 
an anomalous period in history that 
barbarous war shall teach a people 
of 180,000,000 souls the ways and 
the benefits of real civilization and 
enlightenment. And yet that is 
what American travelers in Russia 
all agree is taking place. Many 
thousands of lives are yet to be sac- 
rificed at the Austrian and German 
fronts, but it ie now agreed that 
there will come back from the fir- 
ing lines an army of millions of men 
trained, disciplined, echooled at least 
partially in the laws of hygiene and 
right living, educated in a degree 
beyond anything contemplated a few 
years ago, well „ Wwell-clothed 
and ready to take their allotted 
place in the commercial upbullding 
of the empire and the civic upbuilld- 
ing of the people. 
EDUCATION OF PEASANT.

pects revolution, but it is generally 
believed it will be political and not 
a clash at arms. There will be an 
evolution of tremendous intensity. 
and it remains to be seen whether 
Russia has the ‘statesmen skilled 
enough to handle this evolution tn a 
manner to prevent it becoming a real 
revolution.

LONG TRAIL’S 
END IN TAXI. 


Five-year Hunt for Alleged 
Smuggler is Ended. 


Officers Search Far Aſield 
While Man Lives Here. 


Capture Closes Chapter in 
Contraband History. 


The five-year search for Egbert 
W. Tracey, alleged master smuggler, 


122 yesterday afternoon when Os- 


car F. Miller, local immigration in- 
Spector, touched a man sleeping in a 
taxicab, near the corner of Hill and 
Sixth streets, and quietly said, 
“Tracey, I want you.” 

The man rose slightly, rubbed his 
eyes, and said: Don't you fellers 
ever forget anything? My hair has 


grown gray worrying about my case. 
I am to 10 


jaunch Comrade, alleged to be owned 
by Tracey, when thirty-five Chinese 
were landed at Monterey „ and 
were afterward captured by the im- 
migration officers, ony as been a 
fugitive from justice. ere are two 
indictments pending against him, one 
8 trip ot the Comrade in 
September, 1911, and the other a 
trip in the following November. 
Bond was fixed by the court at $5000 
and it is doubtful whether Tracey 
will attempt to furnish it. 


HAD RELATIVE’S HELP. 


In the five-year hide-out, it is 
Claimed by Capt. Charles T. Con- 
nell, immigration inspector in 
charge, that Tracey has been aa- 
sisted by a. relative, who has sent 
decoy letters to the authorities giv- 
ing 0 wrong information 
as to whereabouts of the man. 
Tracey was looked for at his old 
home in New Jersey, and the police 
of a score of citie? have been fur- 
nished with his picture, an enlarge- 
ment from a small kodak print, 
showing Tracey in a bathing suit. 

Tracey was also aided by the fact 
that not a single member of Capt. 
Connell’s force had ever seen Tracey, 
and their only guide was the pic- 
ture referred to. Officer Miller saw 
Tracey in his taxicab several days 
ago, remarked the similarity of the 
Man to the photo, with the result 
that yesterday he made the trip that 
resulted in the capture of Tracey. 

The case of Tracey is otherwise re- 
markable from the fact that, accord- 
ing to the statement of his attorney, 
Rupert B. Turnbull, his client has 
been in Los Angeles for more than 
two years. Tracey has not only been 
here under the very noses of the of- 
ficers, but is the owner of real es- 
tate at Newport Beach and El Monte, 
and has made no effort to conceal 
his identity, appearing recently in a 
justice’s court as plaintiff in a civil 
suit. He has been in the taxicab 
traffic for nearly all of that time and 
was a familiar figure among the op- 
erators of the big machines in the 
vicinity of Sixth and Hin streets.

Los Angeles Bakers Confronted with Crisis Because 


of Rises in Wheat—Large Fifteen-cent Loaf Proposed 
Instead of Undersized One at Ten Cents or Standard 


OS ANGELES is on the verge of 
being compelled to go down 
deep into the family strong box 
for an extra cent with which to buy 
its daily bread. For unless the un- 
forseen occurs and the present in- 
flated wheat market breaks down- 
ward, the bakers of the city will 

raise the price of the staff of life. 
As if to add emphasis to the pres- 
ent remarkable condition of the 
market, four jumped 20 cetits a bar- 
rel yesterday, completing a $1 rise 
in value during the past three weeks. 
And it is expected to go even higher. 
Other cities already have felt the 
press of circumstances, and San 
Francisco is even now paying al- 
most double for certaip kinds of 
bread. Los Angeles prices for 
bread are 11 soemel te due en- 
tirely to the fact that the majority 
of the larger bakers were well 
stocked, having bought flour at the 
old prices. While these stocks last, 
Los Angeles bread will sell at pre- 


valling prices, but when the local 


bakers are compelled to buy at high- 
er figures, something must be done 
for, as one of their number said yes- 
terday, they cannot sell for $8 what 
they buy at $9. 

WHAT THE CITY EATS. 


The city of Los Angeles consumes 
daily 300,000 loaves of bread. Nine- 
ty per cent. of this is the output of 
bakeries, the remaining 10 per cent. 
being home-made loaves. of the 
dozen or so large bakeries in town, 
the largest has a dally output of 60,- 
000 loaves a day. 

Well aware of the impending con- 
dition, the wholesale bakers two 
weeks ago organized to work out 
their salvation as a unit instead of 
each man fighting out his battles 
alone. This organization. called the 
Los Angeles Wholesale Bakers’ As- 
sociation, meets almost daily in the 
Douglas Buildings, its members try- 
ing to figure a way out of their wil- 
derness. 

“Something must be done, and 
done soon,” said C. Raymond Brad- 
ford, president of the Bradford Rak- 
ing Company, one of the largest in 
the city, yesterday. “Our company 
is considering many things, trying to 
find some way out by which the 
consumer will not suffer, and yet we 
may live. For we cannot sell for 8 
cents a loaf that costs us 9 cents. 

“At present our company has 
stock on hand to keep us running 
another thirty days under norma! 
conditions. Then we must go into 


the market and buy at the prevall- 


ing prices. As you know, prices are 


‘way up, so when it comes to selling 


our bread, we must either ask more 
or else make a smaller loaf. 


SIZE NOT SOLUTION. 

“The smaller the loaf, the less 
quality there is in it. A baker can- 
not make a loaf too small. So it 
will be almost impossible to find re- 
lief from that angle. The standard 
loaf wholesales at 8 cents. If we 


| are compelled to raise this price to 


9 cents, the retailer must either cut 
his profit in half or else sell for 11 
cents. And it may be that house- 


wives will not care to that 
added cent. 


“There is one way out—a way we 


are seriously considering. And that 
is to make a larger loaf of bread 


and sell it retail at 15 cents. In this 
way we would be able to size it so 


that the consumer gets all that is 
possible for his money. 


“These conditions will probably 
last some time, and we do not look 


to see bread prices hit the bottom 
again for two or three years. In 
that time, the 15-cent loaf will act 
as a stabilizer.” 


D. L. Smith, assistant manager of 
the Globe Mills in this city, was 


even more pessimistic than Mr. 
Bradford yesterday regarding the fu- 
ture at the wheat market. 


“Wheat hasn't stopped going up 


yet, and I look to see it go much 
higher,“ Mr. Smith said. We have 


deen compelled to advance flour $1 


a barrel during the past three weeks.

These conditions are due to sev-

San Francisco's fight for industrial free- 
dom is not going forward with the vim and 
the energy which has characterized the 
movement elsewhere; but there are, never- 
theless, indications that it is making sub 
stantial progress.

His opinions 
were clear and rugged; they teem with 
facts, details, corroboration gained from au- 
thoritative sources far outside the law 
books; they are deficient in any display of 
vain learning and mere erudition for its 
own sake, which might make them more 
attractive to a lay reader, but less compact 
in dealing with the essential issues.

COMPLETE CHANGE NECESSARY. 

A A Democratic paper asks: “Do the 
American people want a change in the pres- 
ent tariff jaw?” and then proceeds to an- 
swer its own question thus: “Ask a dozen 
well-assorted people and you will find that 
the majority are in favor of taking the tar- 
iff question out of polities [an impossibility] 
by way of a competent nonpartisan tariff 
commission.” 

The answer which the American people 
seem morally certain to make to the above 
question will be that they do want a change 
in the present destructive tariff law. It is 
an utter failure as a revenue producer and. 
it is a free-trade law which gives no pro- 
tection to the American producer, be he 
farmer, manufacturer or artisan working 
for wages. 

Before the European war furnished a 
temporary substitute for protection the op- 
eration of the present tariff, working under 
normal conditions, was closing mills and 
throwing thousands of men out of work. 
The enormous demands made upon the peo- 
ple of this country for goods of all kjnds 
when the war broke out opened mills closed 
by the low tariff, changed part time to full 
time in others and restored for the time 
prosperous conditions in certain lines. 
Those conditions will cease with the close 
of the war and depression will again rule 
in those now prosperous lines. 

So far as taking the tariff out of politics 


is concerned the voters of the country will 
scarcely look to the Wilson administration 
to accomplish that, because one of the first 
performances of the Democratic Congress 
was the abolition of just such a commission 
which was created by a Republican Con- 
during President Taft's administra- 
The American people want a change in 
the present tariff and they want an entire 
change in the present national administra- 
tion, President, Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives to make sure that they will 
get it.

National Editorial Service, 
WATCH THE SUPREME 
COURT. | 
(CONTRIBUTED To THE Truman)

HERE is no branch of the gov- 
ernment of the United States 


far reaching power as the Supreme 
Court and no function of our na- 
tional life so neglected and ignored 
by the mass of the people. Every 
decision of that court goes into his- 
tory as a precedent and from such 
decision there can be no appeal. The 
power of the court is absolute. Yet 
its rulings are as unknown to the 
average American as the determina- 
tion of the most obscure and unim- 
portant judge. 

Recently there has been handed 
down an opinion which may intro- 


stitutional law. In the case just re- 
ported of Cubbins vs. The Mississippi 
River Commission, the court holds 
that “The buildfig of levees along 
the natural banks of the Mississippi 
‘River under the authority vested in 
Congress to improve navigation 
gives rise to no valid cause of com- 
plaint to riparian owners whose lands 
are overflowed as a consequence of 
the resulting increase in the volume 
of the river, and the raising of the 
flood level.” 

Such is the official summary. The 
chief significance of the ruling lies in 
that this decis is not based upon 
the Common Law handed down to us 
from England and in force in all the 
original territory of the Union. The 
interpretation of the Constitution as 
announced is founded upon a consid- 
eration of the code Napoleon, de- 
scendant of the ancient law of Im- 

To-the lay mind the distinction be- 
tween the Common Law and the 
Civil Law is not clear. One is the 
law of democracies based upon the 
idea that the state exists for the in- 
dividual. The other is the law of 
empires which have founded their. 
codes upon the theory that the indi- 
vidual exists for the welfare of the 
state. Hitherto, in the legal history 
of this country, the far reaching rul- 
ings of the Supreme Court have fol- 
Law in support of Constitutional 
rights. 

The present opinion cites learned 
continental writers. It sets forth 
that a man has the right to throw up 
dikeg to protect his property against 
casual flood even though by so doing 
he may injure the property of his 
neighbor by diverting the waters 
npon his neighbor's land, and invokes 
auch rule to defend the United States 
against paying damages to farmers 
whose. land has been ruined by 
waters of the Mississippi raised 
through the building of levees, The 
Supreme Court likens the annual 
high water stage of the Mississippi 
River to an unexpected delice, 
which could not be foreseen. The 
great governmental embankments a 
thousand miles long are compared to 
a barrier thrown up in a storm to 
protect the house of a rustic, or to a 
pile of stones to check the erosion of 
a brook-side. | 

Although in itself this distinction 
might seem merely a technicality, 
the decisic’ *~ founded upon a deep- 
er principle t is the principle that 
individyal rights may be sacrificed 
for the good of the community, and 
that without compensation. 

Judge Comstock in 1856, quoting 
from Blackstone said: “So great is 
the regard of the law for private 
property, that it will not authorize 
the least violation of it, not even for 
the good of the whole community,” 
and added in the spirit of true lib- 
erty, “Besides, the public good is in 
nothing more essentially interested 
than in tes protection of every indi- 
vidual’s frivate rights as modeled by 
the municipal law.” 

In 1904 Louisiana wanted levees 
and jetties. The Mississippi River 
Commission argued respecting its 
proposed encroachments: 

“The injury will not be traceable 
to levees built by the United States 
any more than to those built by the 
States and local organizations. 
Neither can it be attributed to the 
levees on any particular or limited 
portions of the river. It will be a 
result of the system as a whole.” 

Now in 1916 the Supreme Court 
adopts the theory of the commis- 
sion. The decision which reverses 
the custom of centuries establishes 
a precedent based upon a code of 
law alien to our institutions of lib- 
erty. It may go entirely unchal- 
lenged for the simple reason that the 
peéple are not enough informed re- 
specting the determination of our 
great Supreme Court. 

How .important the decision may 
become in the future no one can say, 
but at a time when the world is torn 
between the imperialistic and the 
democratic idea, when the question 
of governmental control versus lib- 
erty of individual action is being so 
bitterly fought over in legislative 
bodies. the introduction of a prin- 
ciple which allows the government of 
the United States to ruin the farm 
lands of a citizen without compensa- 
tion has a significance not to be over- 


looked.

Woman Faints in Wild Canyon 
and Boy Travels Many Miles 
at Night to Carry. Alarm. 
Mother Prays in Dark- 
ness.

UPLAND, Aug. 25.—After having 
Spent the greater part of the night 
on the steep “Baldy’’ trail with her 
unconscious companion, Miss Ida 
Eckhart of San Diego; and with the 
cries of the wild beasts striking ter- 
ror to her heart as she waited for 
a rescue party for which she had 
Sent her 12-year-old son, Kenneth, 
to Camp Baldy, six miles distant, 
Mrs. J. Anderson of Holtville is re- 
ported in a state of collapse today 
at her cabin at the mountain resort 
to the north of this cly. 

The two women and the boy set 
out yesterday morning to climb to 
the summit of Mt. San Antonio, or 
“Old Baldy.” The trip proved more 
strenuous than they had expected 
and on the return they stopped to 
rest so frequently that darkness 
overtook them while they were yet 
on the steep side of the mountain, 
several miles from camp. 

Panic stricken by the coming of 
darkness and exhausted by the hard 
trip, Miss Eckart, who is of heavy 
build, fainted as the three were at- 
tempting to pick their way down 
the mountain in the dark. 

Unable to revive her companion, 
Mrs. Anderson at last decided that 
her only course was to remain with 
the unconscious woman while her 
young son attempted to find his way 
to Camp Baldy and secure assist- 
ance. 

Praying silently that the boy 
might reach camp in safety, Mrs. 
Anderson labored feverishly to re- 
vive her companion, final guc- 
ceeding, when, nearly th hours 
after the departure of her son, a 
rescue party headed by .

contributed several important items. 

During the latter years of his life he 
was the friend of Dr. Johnson. He died on 
May 3, 1763, at the age of 84, in Ironmonger

The test 
would not be conclusive without the 
active desire of the applicant to assist 
the work.” Then there comes the 
question of the physically unfit woman 
entering into the marriage relation, 
which is not forbidden by the foolish 
law at all. | 

Another point missed by the faddists 
who made this law was that right 
across the Columbia River, with a rail- 
road and a ferry operating between 
Portland and the other shore, lay the 
State of Washington, with no such re- 
strictions as to marriage in force.

Women in Russia.

When the medical schools were 
closed to them, they went to Switseriand 
and other foreign countries.

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and Vitamines. 


T WAS discovered many years ago that 
fruit juices contain an element of food 
which is essential to bodily health, Just 

what this mysterious substance was, or how 
it acted, could not be explained—cannot be 
explained in scientific terms even now. But 
it was demonstrated repeatedly that if 
lime, lemon or orange juice were added to 
the rations of persons deprived of fresh 
vegetables for long periods; such as sall- 
ors On long cruises, the dread disease, 
scurvy, could be prevented. Lime juice, 
therefore which could be more convenient- 
ly carried than the other citrus juices, be 
came a regular article of diet on the old- 
Yashioned “wind jammers,” particularly 
British ships, which are still known to 
nautical folk as “lime juicers.” 

Further investigations made it evident 
that the essential food element contained 
in citrus-fruit juices existed in many other 
articles of diet, particularly certain cereals 
and vegetables. And the discovery of a 
practical method of preserving perishable 
foods—the development of the canning in 
dustry—which made it possible for sailors 

on long voyages to receive a well-balanced 
en practically banished scurvy from the 
sea. 

At that time it was thought, since the 
bulk of the food element furnished by 
vegetables are the starches, comprg@hen- 
sively known as carbohydrates, that a lack 
of starchy foods was. responsible for such 
“food deficiency diseases” as scurvy. But 
opposed to this conception was the fact that 
lime juice, which prevented scurvy, von- 
tains little starch; and, moreover, the sail- 
ors on Oriental vessels who subsisted large- 
ly on the starchy food, rice, were subject 


to the disease beri-beri, which is closely 


akin to scurvy. Evidently, then, there was 
some other substance besides starch that is 
an essential food element. 


Food Element i in Husks. 


The mystery was — solved. at least 
for practical purposes, by the discovery 
that if the Oriental sailors were served un- 
polished rice, from which the husks had not 


been removed, they escaped beri-beri, just. 
as the western sailors escaped scurvy by.

It required of investigation to 
termine this, and even now we do mot 
know the exact nature of the mysterious 
element. It is known, however, (fat ele- 

ments of similiar nature exist in such foods 
as milk, oats, wheat, barley, “Peans and 


other vegetables; and for convenience they: 


are called “vitamines.” It was the lack of 
vitamines, therefore, and not the lack of 
starch that resulted in scurvy among the 


 gailor men. 


Curiously enough, scurvy has ‘made its 


~ Feappearance in recent years, this time on 


land, and particularly among bottle-fed 
babies. But the recently acquired knowl- 
= of vitamines has enabled scientists 
to ferret out the cause of the difficulty and 
offer a simple and speedy remedy. Thus it 
has been determined that the vitamines in 
milk are destroyed by sterilization, so 3 
the carefully prepared food of the bottle 
baby may lack these vital elements. But 
this element may be supplied in a most 
agreeable form by the addition of orange 
Juice to the baby’s diet. 
Bolled Milk and Orange Juice. 


Commenting upon this useful 3 
a recent writer said: It has been observed 


mm many instances that infants reared upon 


a sterilized-milk diet frequently developed 
the symptoms of scurvy. The explanation 
now offered is that the high temperature 
destroyed the vitamines existing in all fresh 
milk. Before the vitamine theory came 
physiologists attributed the cause to the 
disintegration of the mineral salt com- 
pound of the milk. Whenever these mineral 
gaits are broken apart from their organic 
compounds by too high a temperature, the 


organism is unable to utilize them again in 


a physiological manner, with the result 
that there is serious malnutrition, 6 
eventually to scurvy. 

“This would bear out the theory that 
the vitamines of the milk are very closely 
connected with the mineral salts in their 
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natural Compounds. If a baby showing 
every evidence of scurvy is given orange 
juice regularly for several days a marked 
improvement is brought about. It has been 
demonstrated also that if the fresh fruit 
juices are given to the infant at the time 
that it is placed upon the sterilized milk 
diet, no ill effects are observed, but proper 
nutrition is maintained. The explanation ts. 
that the fresh fruit juices carry the vita- 
mines that are so essential Rickets is 
also classed among the deficiency diseases 
and is treated successfully by a change of 
diet, with a view of ensuring an adequate 
supply of vitamines through the use of 
fresh fruit juices; which speedily bring 
about a restoration of healthy metabolism.” 


Kerosene and Throat Troubles. 


In some communities kerosene as an ex- 
ternal application has long been consid- 
ered a useful remedy for the treatment of 
“sore throat.” Occasionally this of] has 
been used internally, but no especial im- 
portance has been given it as a remedy. 
Recently, however, an eminent British 
physician has been administering half- 
teaspoonful doses of kerosene in cases of 
inflammatory conditions of the throat and 


finds it helpful, not only in the milder con- 
ditions, but also as an aid to antitoxin in 
the treatment of diphtheria. 

The description of the cases of diphtheria 

80 treated, as given in the British Medical 
eke states that half-teaspoonful doses 
of kerosene oil were given “thrice suc- 
cessively every four hours, then ten minim 
doses three or four times daily, until normal 
breathing was established, which occurred 
in al] cases in forty-eight hours. From the 
first dose the breathing became easier, 
improving with each successive administra- 
tion, until it became tranquil. In no case 
was any untoward action of the petroleum 
observed.” The taste of the ofl was dis 
guised in various ways, the most satisfac 
tory combination being a mixture of kero 
sene and some preparation of sarsaparilla, 
such as the syrup. 

_At the present time various oils made 
from petroleum are used as sprays for 
treating inflamed conditions of 
branes of the nose and throat; but none 
of them are used as internal remedies. It ig 


not unlikely that these, like erg 
micht prove helpful if tried. 
Rheumatic Pains Helped by Electric Light. 


di has been observed very frequently 
that joint pains which, for want of a better 
name, are usually spoken of as “rheumatic,” 
are markedly relieved by the action of the 
ordinary incandescent electric light bulb. 
The usual, and most effective way of .ap- 
plying this remedy is by means of an 
ordinary metal reflector placed at the base 
of the light ‘bulb so that most of the rays 
are projected in the desired direction. The 
bulb is placed within a few inches of the 
aching joint, and allowed to remain there 
for half an hour or more—the longer the 
better. 

Although a large proportion of patients 
find this simple remedy quickly and per- 
manently helpful, there has always been a 
strong suspicion that the effects were large- 
ly psychic—-that is, the result of an active 
imagination. Recent experfments upon 
animals, however, have demonstrated 
pretty conclusively that the electric light 
rays produce very tangible physical changes 
in the diseased joints, which accounted for 
improvement in the symptoms. 

In these experiments a number of rab- 
bits were injected with cultures of the 
germs which are present in, and probably 
responsible for, “rheumatic” joints. When 
the animals had developed the character- 
istic symptoms, they were separated into 
two groups of equal numbers. One of these 
groups was placed in cages in which elec- 
tric light bulbs were suspended and burn- 
ing continuously, the other group were 
placed in ordinary cages. The animals 
subjected to this continuous bath of elec- 
tric light recovered quickly, while in the 
animals of the other group the disease ran 
its usual prolonged course. Furthermore, it 
was found that animals placed in the elec- 
trically lighted cages and inoculated with 
the germs, failed to develop the usual symp- 


Causes of Death.

The latest available returns from the 
Bureau of the Census show that there were 
898,059 deaths last year in the registration 
area of this country, which contains about 
two-thirds of the entire population. More 
than 30 per cent. of these deaths were due 
to three causes—heart disease, tuberculosis 


and pneumonia—and more than 60 per 
cent., to eleven causes In which kidney dis 
orders, intestinal troubles, cancer and 
typhoid fever play a conspicuous part. 
An analysis of these figures made by the 
Medical Record shows that while the num- 
ber of deatne from such lung diseases as 
pneumonia and tuberculosis has decreased 
in recent years, there has been a decided 
increase in the number of deaths from 
heart disease and cancers. Thus, the 
deaths from heart disease numbered 
99,534, or 150.8 per 100,000 of population; 
this is a marked increase over 1900 when 
the rate was only 123.1 per 100,000, Tuber- 
culosis caused 96,903 deaths, of which 
84,366 were due to the pulmonary disease. 
This give a death rate per 100,000 of 146.8, 


an encouraging decline from the rate of 


200.7, which was recorded in 1904. 

“Pneumonia caused 83,804 deaths, or 
127 per 100,000, the lowest rate on record 
for this disease. Brights disease and ne- 
phritis were responsible for 67,545 deaths, 
giving a rate per 100,000 of 102.4: the mor 
tality from these two causes increased from 
89 per 100,000 in 1900 to 103.4 in 1905, since 
which year it has fluctuated somewhat. 
Cancer and other malignant tumors caused 
52,420 deaths in 1914, nearly 38 per cent. 
resulting from cancers of the stomach and 
liver. The death rate from cancer has 
risen from 63 per 100,000 in 1900 to 79.4 in 
1914. The increase has been almost con- 
tinuous, but it is pessible that a part at 
least is due to more accurate diagnosis and 
greater care in the making of reports.” 
Tracing Sources of Epidemics. 


One of the best examples of the use of 
precise knowledge ie the method used by 
health officers in tracing the source of epl- 
demics. Everyone knows, of course, that 
epidemics are caused by germs and that the 


elimination of these germs stops the epi- 


demic. But when one considers the number 
and obscurity of the sources of these germs, 
the difficulty in lcating any particular 
one is obvious: Nevertheless, if we com- 
pare the methods of the modern health 
officer with those of his immediate pre- 
decessors, we can readily understand why 
recent methods usually succeed with com- 
paratively little effort, whereas the older 
ones usually failed. — 

Take the case of an incipient typhoid 
epidemic in any community. Ten years ago 
this menace called for “a vigorous attack 
on dirt, damp cellars, dust, disorder; on 
garbage, manure, dead animals, weeds, de- 
fective plumbing and stagnant pools; cob- 
webs were cleared away; windows were 
opened ‘to let in the blessed sunshine,” 
preachers preached cleanliness; 
taught bathing; health Officérs limed back 
alleys and whitewashed outhouses.” Most 
of these activities had no effect whatever 
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in checking the epidemic, because the well- 
meant energies were misdirected.

To be very brief, no bulbs were in- 
jured and no check made on the develop- 
ment of the disease, for the mortality in 
each and every lot was as great as in the 
case of the untreated lots held for checks. 
The lots consisted of ordinary garden hy- 
brid gladiolus and also several lots of half- 
blood primulinus. No effect of the treat- 


A few things were noted of doubtful 
value. The lowest mortality was in the 
wettest ends and sides of beds, the highest 
in the driest parts, though even the latter 
had an abundance of water. Shade for 
nearly all the forenoon fell on some beds 
of each lot and in these parts the disease 
seemed to gain but little headway. Is it 
possible a low temperature will tend to 
lower activity of the disease as is the case 
with soll bacteria? It was also noticed 
that in the driest and hottest spots the 
disease became epidemic the present year, 
though it is presumed the bulbs were 
diseased before planting. But the fact is 
mat in these spots a space of several feet 
square would lose every bulb and the- bulbs 
were of various sorts, some of them named 
varieties from both foreign and American 
growers or dealers.

{Youth's Companlon: 1 Tue bronze Buddha 
of Yokohoma, the picture of which is so 
familiar, is commonly thought to be the 
largest statue of that god in the world; but 
there is one in Burma that exceeds it in 

at least one dimension and gives an impres 
sion of far greater size. 

When the English were building the rail 
ay from Rangoon to Mandalay in 1881, they 
searched the vicinity of Pegu for stone with 
which to make the embankment through the 
great swamps. In the whole area there was 
only one elevation of any importance; the 
engineers thought that this hill might pro- 
vide the necessary material; so they dug 


into its base and were surprised to find some 4 


artistic brickwork. On clearing away the 


earth farther they found an enormous stone 


tue that represented Buddha in a reclin- 
position. The statue is about 190 feet 
long, and; including the brick base, it is 
more than forty feet high. The Yokohoma 
Buddha is fifty-five feet high and 110 feet in 
circumference. Although the Burmese 
statue is not so artistic as the Japanese, it is 
a wonderful piece of work. 

Not the least remarkable thing about ft 6 
the way in which so huge a monument had 
disappeared absolutely from Burmese history 
and legend. The news of the discovery at 
once brought numberless Buddhists to the 
place, who gilded and decorated the gigantic 
image as a work of devotion.

the success of the year’s operations has 
been dealt a heavy blow. = g 
During the breeding season, with breeding 
pens to be made up, eggs to be watched for, 
and incubation begun, there is enough of in- 
terest in turkey-raising to keep even the 


most delinquent grower pretty steadily on 


the job; when the first coveys come off, also, 
and while the new broods keep arriving, 
until well into the spring, it is hard to 
neglect turkeys overmuch. During those 
months turks are absorbingly interesting; 
they demahd attention, and get it. But 
later, after the warm weather has set in in 
earnest and the earliest coveys have grown 
into ugly, gawky, partly-grown birds, with 
tail feathers five or six inches Jong, the in- 
terest of even the most assiduous turkey- 
raiser is apt to flag. 

One of the main reasons why late breeds 
of turkeys, raised in confinement, rarely do 
well is, I have no doubt whatever, that 
get less attention, and, being more or 
neglected, get started toward trouble in a 
way that would have been impossible with 
earlier, more closely-watched broods. 

Nearly everyone who has raised turkeys 
during successive seasons will recall how 
this or that flock, starting out splendidly, 
 geenied gradually to change, almost in- 
sensibly, from promising birds to pindling 
ones. Birds that hurried through the first 
two or three months as if destined for the 
show-room quit growing, almost entirely, a 
month or ‘six weeks later, and seem to gain 
but little until late in the summer months, 
when they mature slowly into medium-sized, 
unpromising market bitds. In such results 
there is no pleasure, and little profit. 

During the entire life of such unsatisfac- 
tory birds there may have been, as likely as 
not, no sickness whatever; from firet to last 
the birds have been, to a casual glance, in 
good health and spirits; simply, they have 
suddenly ceased doing well, end, deprived

of rapid growth over a period of weeks or 
months, have lost out. 

The answer lies usually, I believe, in the 
slack period of midsummer, when the birds 
failed to get the attention and persistent 
care requisite to steady, satisfactory, con- 
sistent growth. 

How to get birds that have begun to “go 
back” in this way into a state of vigor and 
rapid growth once more is a problem that 
will tax anyone unfortunate enough to have 
such a stalled flock on his hands. But, 


ey though the turks never can be what they 


might have been had their development been 
steady and rapid from the ess to maturity, 
a great deal can be accomplished in the way 
of getting them back onto the roed to as fair 
profit. 

Some may doubt this. 8 Who 
grow turkeys on a large scale, from several 
hundred to perhaps as many as several 
thousand in a flock, usually feel that it is 
little better than a waste of time and money 
to bother with the runts or birds of slow 
development that have dropped behind the 
remainder of the flock. And quite rightly. 
For with them, as a general rule, a flock as 
a whole has received due attention week by 
week, so that the birds of arrested growth 
are as a matter of fact runts, or in some way 
inherently deficient. ‘The same thing is true 
in very small flocks, where, of ten or a 
dozen birds raised, one or two drop behind; 
with these, also, the trouble is apt to lie 
deeper than in any miere temporary lack of 


key flock, where there are enough birds to 


require a good deal of care, yet not enough 


to make the income to be derived from them 
an essential part of the profits of the year— 
in flocks, say, of from a dozen or so up to a 
hundred or more—there is frequently to be 
observed this arrested development, that 
runs through practically the whole of the 
young flock, and is, in more cases than not, 
directly traceable to neglect of that great 
turkey precept, “The right thing at the right 
time.” Turks whose growth has been thus 
arrested can be hurried along materially. I 
have seen birds that have done poorly all 
summer take a sudden 8 in the 
fall, when natural conditions in their par- 
ticular locality became more favorable. It 
is even not uncommon to have a turkey that 
has done poorly all the way along, to a slow 
twelve or fourteen months’ maturity, jump 
ahead as a yearling- until, at the age of 
eighteen or twenty months, it is nearly the 
equal of other birds the same age that for a 
time far outstripped it. 


selves thoroughly; damp ground is not in- 
frequently apt to prove even more beneficial, 
so that it is well worth while to sprinkle a 
convenient place regularly, if the turks have 
no other bare, damp soli available, until 
they learn to come to it for dirt-baths, 

If lice have once got quite a start ina 
flock of ranging turkeys, it is usually worth 
while to catch each bird and dust it thor- 
oughly with insect powder, repeating the 
operation in the course of ten days or a fort- 
night, if necessary. Head lice, with turkeys, 
usually get in their worst work while the 
poults are less than three months old; hence, 
if no trouble with these parasites has been 
experienced during the breeding season, 
they are not apt to do much damage. After 
turks begin to “throw the red,” showing the 
color of their coming wattles, their heads 
are nearly bare, and so do not afford as 
favorable pasturage for head lice as in the 
case of chickens. 

One hears far less concerning fleas than 


The first thing to look for, when turks any of the foregoing other pests, but in our 


that appear otherwise healthy, stop growing 
as rapidly as they should, is trouble with 
parasites. Vermin of all sorts certainly can 
multiply miraculously during the hoi weath- 
er, and turkeys appear to be their natural 
prey. If the dusting, spraying, or other lice- 
destroying precautions have been neglected 
for any length of time, troublesome bugs of 
one kind or another will almost surely have 
put in their appearance. Here in Southern 
California turkey pests of consequence in- 
clude mites, body lice, head lice, hen fleas, 
and, occasionally, scale, Mites, with turkeys, 
are most easily guarded against, though 
hardest to detect. Turks, once the laying 
season is over, are not likely to be troubled 
by the little spiders if their roosting-poles 
are painted every fortnight or so with kero- 
sene or lice-killer, and their quarters, if the 
birds are yarded, sprayed from time to time 
with a good germicide. 

Body lice are harder to keep away—much 
harder with turkeys than with most other 
poultry. If the birds are -yarded, lice can be 
pretty much done away with by the use of 
dropping boards sprayed with one of the 
heavy coal-tar products, such as Lee's Lice 
Killer. It the birds are ranging, they will 
do much to keep themselves free from lice 
if good dusting and cleaning places are pro- 
vided; wood ashes, or air-slacked lime, 
sprinkled on the ground near their nbon-day 


climate, if they once get a hold, they are a 
veritable menace. One breed of hen fi€as 
will dig themselves into the flesh about the 
eyes and nostrils of the birds, and prove ex- 
tremely difficult to eradicate. If the birds 


are yarded, germ killers will dispose of the 


fleas in the course of time, but caré must be 
taken not to make the destroying measures 
too strenuous, as flea-infested turks, with no 
vitality to spare, will claw and tear at their 
heads unmercifully if the-fleas—sometimes, 
apparently, in their attempts to free them- 
selves in their death struggles—irritate 
them too violently, and frequently die as @ 
result. Only this summer I saw a covey of 
partly grown turks, something like three 
months old, after they had deen treated 
with a medicated flea preparation, standing 
around and scratching at their heads hour 
after hour. Something like two-thirds of 
the covey died within three days of the 
treatment. 

Scale, though not very frequently met 
with, is apt to prove quite a hard thing to 
do away with when encountered. It can, of 
course, be detected at a glance, the wheven 
bumps and growths upon the legs being dis- 
cernible almost from the very start, so that 
there is little excuse for any turkey-raiser 
getting far into this kind of trouble.

“Have you many murderers in the Rlon-

When an officer is sent after them 
they realize that they could eagily kill him, 
but they know also that a second force will 
be sent and that this force will be increased 
until they are finally overpowered.

“Our officers do not carry clubs,” continued 
Maj.

One thing that 
helps us is the fact that the government sup- 
ports us, and it is known it win fight to the 
end.

Ducks for Meat and Egos. 2 


N OUR seal for good performances in the 
| production of ess with hens, we are 
quite apt to overlook the fact that im- 
provement in laying strains of ducks has 
made considerable advancement in the past 
dozen years. As with chickens, there are 
the known breeds for meat as well as 
varieties and kinds that possess a fecundity 
that in numbers of eggs produced are quite 
as pronounced as some of the noted strains 
of Leghorns, Minorcas, Wyandottes, Rhode 
Island Reds, etc. Of the meat breeds there 
are four recognized in the trade, viz., the 
Alesbury, Muscovy, Orpington and White 
Pekin, of which the last mentioned occupies 
“first place, there being as many Pekins 
handled as there are of all the others men- 
tioned. Of the egg breeds, the fawn, and 
white and the pure white Indian Runners 
are almost in a class by themselves, the 
@ucks of which lay as many eggs as the 
average Leghorn or Wyandotte, and when 
bred for good performance, 200 and 250 eggs 
per bird is not uncommon. And while it is 
true that duck eggs are not so popular as 
hen’s eggs, and under ordinary prevailing 
conditions are not apt to be of so good a 
flavor, yet even this may be largely controled 
by the caretaker. Being grass feeders, some 
attention should be given the ration. If fed 
on grains and pure and sweet mashes the 
favor of the eggs will be found agreeable 
and quite as good as that of hen's eggs; 
being of about the same size and white of 
shell, they grade up much the same. 


Ducks, being reasonably immune to disease, 
be grown in quite large numbers with 
ety, thus effecting a saving in labor. The 
ducklings mature rapidly; if properly fed 
they should be fully grown at twelve weeks 
Mage. Indian Runners possess an attraction 
to the novice from the fact that the young 
are easy to rear, and the eggs being usually 
fertile good results are sure to follow either 
by artificial incubation or under hens. E. A. 
Taylor, an Engl authority, is of the 
opinfén that the ducklings. should have 
plenty of water to bury their heads in and to 
drink, but milk sticks to the down on their 
heads and clogs their nostrils. Ducklings 
„ may be weaned at two weeks, thus releasing 
the hen for egg laying. Keep the young 
stock growing, but do not force them, the 
idea being to develop a sound, healthy body, 
that in due course will stand the strain of 
extra heavy egg production, always a test of 
stamina. It is folly to encourage early 
laying from high-fecund stock. The small 
eggs produced from immature birds do not 
insure a profit balance, but the greater aver- 
age of first-class eggs produced with regu- 
larity from the time the birds are ten to 
twenty-two months old, and until they cease 
to be profitable five or six years later, are 
the factors that make for big returns. 


Touching conditions and environment, 
_duacks do well on heavy low lands that are 
more or less inimical to best results with 
chickens, but their sleeping place should be 
dry; they will also thrive on a light dry 
soli, without water to swim in, but enough 
to cleanse themselves should be available. 
As for protection, ducks require less in this 
regard than fowls. In this climate an open- 
front house will answer very well for the 
older birds, while a roughand-ready cover- 
ing will do for the young stock; this of 
course where there are no animal enemies 
to molest them at night, in which case more 
.. secure quarters must be provided. These 
“with clean straw or hay, will be sufficient. 
If wholly inclosed some attention should be 
an elastic subject, much depending on avail- 
able supplies; as a guide, however, the fol 
lowing comes highly recommended by duck 
breeders who have tested it out: Corn meal 
one part; bran, two parts; add 5 per cent. of 
beet scrap and a little fine grit or coarse 
gravel; give an occasional feed of vegetables 
or green food; feed five times a day until five 
weeks old, then three times a day. If a meat 
breed, fatten on this, giving all that the birds 
will eat. Commercial breeders have their 
_ @wn formulae and ideas, but the beginner 
ill do well to consult some of the standard 
works on poultry culture for more detailed 
information.

back. In the fawn-and-white variety, the 
head is grayish fawn in the female and 
bronze-green in the male; neck, wing-flights 
and fluff are white, and the remainder of the 
body fawn veering to gray; legs and toes 
orange; weight, males 4 to 4% pounds; fe- 
males half a pound yess. 

Both the fawn and white and pure white 
Indian Runners are favorites in California, 
having gained in popularity not a little dur- 
the past six or seven years. Being pro- 
nounced layers of a goodly number of eggs 
and providing a good, if not large, carcass, 
they have become recognized as a valuable 
acquisition to the poultry industry. Given 
proper care and wholesome feeding, the eggs 
possess a value quite as good ag that laid 
by the average flock of chickens. 


Value of a Good Breeding Male. 


Commencing with the first of September 
mgst breeders will be “sizing up“ their 
breeding specimens and wondering what 
values to.put on the same; likewise many 
commercial poultrymen and owners of family 
flocks will be considering the advisability of 
adding new blood to their flocks. And this 
naturally brings up the matter of values and 
prices, which often is a matter of individual 
opinion. As a matter of fact there is no 
standard of values in breeding stock; each in- 
dividual being peculiar to itself and the pur- 
poses for which it is being bargained for. 
Thus an exhibition bird usually brings the 
largest price, while some of his brothers and 
sisters may bring much less. Often breeders 
classify their selling males by outward ap- 
pearances, those that come up to standard re- 
quirements bringing the highest price. And 
yet an inferior bird with the same blood 
lines is liable, if mated to desirable females, 
to produce offspring the equal of the 
higher priced specimen. In such cases the 
purchaser is largely satisfying his love for 
the beautiful. We have seen pens of males 
graded up in price by merely outward ap- 
pearances from $5 to $25 each, with here and 
there a show-room specimen at $50 and up. 
But taking the case of the ordinary breeder 
with a flock of pure bloods, we think that 
for a good breeding male bird $10 ig little 
enough. If from a good strain he is apt to 
bring up the quality of all the chicke from 
hens to which he is mated, which would 
render him an exceptional value at that 
price. Of course the expert and special) 
breeder would not be much interested in a 
$10 bird, as his demand in the breeding pen 


ing from $25 up. Allowing for this, we 
consider $10 little enough for a really good 
breeding (not an exhibition) male. 

The most satisfactory way to buy and sell 
any live stock is by personal inspection; 
when, however, that is not feasible, the buyer 
should get in correspondence with some re- 
sponsible handler of his breed and variety, 
and by explaining not only the kind of bird 
he wants, but the character and blood lines 
of the birds to be mated. For un- 
less this information is furnished, the 
chances are he will be disappointed in the 
progeny. Where possible, it is advisable to 
get new blood from the same source that sup- 
plied the foundation stock. 


A Singular Experience in Inculfation. 


The incubation of eggs calls for certain 
physical and chemical factors that must be 
supplied or the living germs perish. Chief 
among these ig heat, moisture and at- 
mosphere. If these are not in evidence in 
given quanities, the process will lead only to 
failure. In a state of nature, as applied to 
poultry, these conditions are naturally sup 


-plied with the sitting hen; in artificial in- 


cubation they are, with varying degrees, ac- 
cording to environment and prevailing cli- 
matic conditions, provided in the modern in- 
cubator. It is conceivable that where c. 
matic conditions are exceptionally favorable, 
it is possible that hens’ eggs may hatch if

A Question of Method. 


There is no fast and safe rule as to 
methods of feeding poultry. Broadly speak- 
ing there is the wet and dry mash system, 
with grain rations and plenty of green stuff. 
As to methods of giving these there is more 
or less variation, though fm each case regu- 
larity is observed and respected. As far as 
our observation goes the fowl! don't seem to 
mind the methdd, just so it is systematic. 
To the caretaker, however, it may make 


some difference not only as to economy of 
operation, but also in results. Obviously one 
system may be more convenient on one plant 
than another. A common practice is to give 
a mash in the morning, green food at noon, 
and a grain ration feed in litter at evening; 
the birds in the meantime having free access 
to charcoal and grit at all times. This has 
proven satisfactory, but no more so than to 
feed again in the morning and mash at night. 
Equally good results have been attained by 
the dry hopper system, which gives the birds 
free access to the poultry pie counter during 
all the hours of the day. So the matter of 
intelligent feeding is after all one of per- 
sonal observation. It is probably true that 
the mash system—either wet or dry—affords 
an opportunity to regulate the ration. If 
the birds do not relish the food when given 
them it certainly indicates that they are 
overfed, or that the ration is not well bal- 


anced in some one or more ingredients. 


Your experienced breeder quickly .detects 
this, and tries to remedy the surplus or want 
of fundamental materials. The happy me- 
dium once established it should be closely 
followed and changed with caution. A com- 
mon error among beginners and amateurs is 
to make frequent and radical changes in 


their feeding materials, which is sure to 


bring about digestive troubles and later more 
serious complications. Not only should 
proper materials be carefully considered, but 
regularity in feeding should also be observed. 
To feed a flock at different hours from day to 
day will never induce profitable egg-produc- 
tion. Quite to the country it leads to dis- 
content among the birds, which is only 
step to vice and disease.

Though the Creeper’s eyes are apparently 
glued to the bark, they must take some ac- 
count of the neighboring atmosphere, for oc- 
casionally his attention is distracted from 
the trunk and he dashes out a short distance

Your dooryard will be further frequented 
by the Western Robin, and by the Linnet, so 
familiar in the valleys: If your summer so- 
journ occurs during July, the young birds, 
almost as large as their parents, but with 
immature plumage, will perhaps prove con- 
fusing. A young Robin differs from his 
parents sufficiently to make him look almost 
like a member of another family. The dig- 
nity and reserve of the full-grown bird ap- 
pear in the youngster as a sort of stolidity, 
and the youthful Robin sits motionless in 
a tree for long periods of time, exhibiting 
that deceptive speckled breast which so ef- 
fectively. proves his relationship to the 
thrushes, and so upsets the inexperienced 
observer. 

Mountain walks will bring to your notice 
new bird friends. The marshy meadow, or 
cienaga, with adjacent willow thickets, is an 
excellent post of observation. There the 
little olive-green Vireo, the beautiful black 
and yellow Audubon Warbler, the pretty 
Western Bluebird and en occasional Thrush 
may be seen, and the conspicuous Blue“ 
fronted Jay with his lordly crest demands at- 
tention. who does not know him well 
believes his only notes to be the loud me- 
tallic wick-wick-wick, and the harsh screech, 
but in reality he boasts a much larger va- 
riety, including a rather conversational kick- 
i-tuck, a meditative chuckling, and a low 
grating sound which seems to be a demon- 
stration of anger. 

The Red-shafted Flicker of the valley is 
occasionally seen, and among the Wood- 
peckers are the Gairdner, with his white 


high altitudes, occurs among the mountain 
oaks, where he has been Observed hanging 
parrot-like to a Spray and investigating an 
oak-gall or acorn, while the Jays insulted him 
from near-by bushes. He is a strikingly hand- 
some black and white bird with a red crown 
patch. 

Probably the most noticeable call which re- 
sounds through the pine forests is that of 
the Olive-sided Fiycatcher, a gray bird with 
a marked white median tract on his under 
parts. As he hunts from his post on a dead 
pine branch, or a fir pinnacle, his sweet clear 
pi-piu, and his short piu-pip, betray his 
presence, and he may always be recognized 
by the distinctive white mark. His call is 
fuller and louder than one would expect 
from a rather small bird, and the hearer in- 
evitably looks for one as large as a Robin 
at least. 

The Flycatcher’s rival, if not in beauty of 


call, at least in persistence, is the Western 


Wood Pewee, a bird similar to the Olive- 
sided, except that it is sma ond lacks the 
well-defined white median tract. The Pewee 
hunts in true Flycatcher fashion, and as he 
swoops down from his perch after a stray 
fly the sharp snap of his beak may be heard 
at some distance. His long-drawn pe-e-r is a 
penetrating and challen®ing call, but the bird 
himself is inconspicuous, perched against a 
great pine on one of the many dead twigs 
which forms an unobtrusive resting place. 
One of the quaintest of the mountain birds 
is the Green-tailed Towhee. In his form and 
habits he is a genuine Towhee, but to one 
accustomed to tle prosaic brown bird of the

recognized as belonging to the same family.

The Kitty bird is prettier, indeed, than 
most of his feline namesakes: he is of a 
soft greenish color, brighter on wings and 
tail, and his distinctive marks consist in 
a white throat, and a chestnut crest which is 
partially raised at will, He scratches 
quietly about in thickets, and many would 
remain quite unaware of his presence were 
it not for the appealing mew which imme- 
diately arrests the ears of the cat-lover. 

No account, however brief, of the moun- 
tain birds, could bear any claim to adequacy 
without some mention of that spirit of the 
pine woods, the great Hoot Owl. When the

moonlight there breathes from its heart a 
great, thoughtful, brooding voice, tu-who. tv- 


who-who. Again it comes, nearer. Is ft a 
ghost risen from the solitude to com- 
memorate all the woodland tragedies, or 
has the soul of a mighty pine escaped into 
the stillness to speak a thousand years of 
tree-sorrow and tree-wisdom? Once heard 
it is not soon forgotten.
